LOCATION 


The Office and Nurseries are one-quarter mile south of Castleton and eight miles 
north-east of Indianapolis. To reach us by motor from Indianapolis, take the Fall 
Creek Parkway North Drive at the intersection of State Road 37 and Keystone. Pro- 
ceed to Millersville. Continue on Parkway Drive one mile beyond the broadcasting 
towers of WFBM to the intersection with Shadeland Avenue, which is State Road 534. 
Our sign is on the corner. Turn left (north) on Road 534 and continue two and 
one-half miles to the Nurseries. 

A second route is to drive out on the Noblesville Road, State Road 37, to Allison- 
ville, approximately five miles beyond Indianapolis city limits. Turn right (east) on 
to Eighty-second Street, now State Road 534, at Allisonville, sign on corner, and pro- 
ceed on east through Castleton to the Nur sery. 

A third route is to drive out College Avenue, Pennsylvania Street, or Road 31 to 
EKighty-sixth Street, then turn east on Eighty-sixth Street to Nora, here take State 
Road 534 on east thr ough Castleton, to the Nursery. 

A fourth route, for Irvington and all east sections of Indianapolis, is to drive east 
to Shadeland Road which is marked State Road 534, drive north on Shadeland to the 
Nursery, we are located between Seventy-fifth Street and Eighty-second Street. 

For your convenience, we are operating a second sales ground at our Branch 
Nursery, which is located on the Noblesville Road, State Road No. 37, just north of 
Forty-sixth Street. Here you will find personnel and equipment capable ‘of filling small 
retail orders quickly and efficiently.
